One of the reasons given by the ex- 
press companies for not making free 
delivery throughout the city is that they 
cannot afford it. 

The Adams Express Co., which is also 
a participant in th@ combination to 
maintain the arbitrary, paid its stock- 
holders a Christmas dividend of $200 
on each of its 120,000 shares of stock in 
1907. This distribution amounted’ to 
$24,000,000. 

In February, 1898, the Adams Ex- 
press Co. aleo paid its stockholders a 
dividend of $200 a share—anothér 
$24,000,000. These were special div- 
idends Mm addition to the big earn- 
ings of the company, which seldom 
amount to less than 8 per cent on the 
stock. 

Companies Not Poverty Stricken. 

These enormous dividends . show 
that the express companies are not 
poverty stricken and that free delive 
ery in, the residence districts pf St. 
Louis ‘would searcely bankrupt them, 
as their agents contend it would. 

In addition te the great distribu- 
tions of the Adams Express Co. it is 
said to" have on hand a ,surplus. of 
$38,000,000. An official of the Chi- 
eago Association of Commerce, which 
has been investigating express rates, 
declares Wells, Fargo & Co. earned a 
568 per cent dividend last year, in 
addition to the 300 per cent special 
dividend. - During the past four years 
its annual dividends, according to the 
Chicago investigator have never been 
less than 88 per cent. ’ 

The stock of Wells, Fargo & Co., 
shortly before the special dividend was 
declared, sold as high as $520 a share.

complete reconstruction of government power in 
the Imperial Parliament of Great Britain. 


The privilege, originally held by the House of 


Lords, but not exercised for 300 years until the 
Lloyd-George budget was rejected of vetoing 
financial measures of the Commons, will depend 
for its continuation on the result of the general 
election. A yictory for the Conservatives will 
mean an indorsement of the privilege. 

On the other hand, a return to power of the 
Liberal party will call for an abridgement of 
authority.of the hereditary chamber, as well as a 
native parliament in the Irish capital. The com- 
ing. election will probably find the two great 
English parties more evenly opposed, with the 
Irish representatives holding the balance of 
power. : 

In any event, the cause of Ireland looks more 
hopeful today than at any time since the act of 
union came into force, A Conservative: triumph 
would not, by any means, indicate a reactionary 
policy on the part of the English voters towards 
Ireland. The most important measures affecting 
that country during the last quarter of a century 
have been carried by a Conservative ministry and 
indorsed by the House of Lords. 

But tf Liberals are committed to the principles 
of home rule for Treland, so that no matter which 
English party wins, the prospects for an Irish 
Parliament on the soil of Ireland are of the most 
hopeful. character,

_ BUTIABA, on Eastern Shore of 
Lake Albert, Uganda Protectorate, 
Jan. 8.—The Smithsonian African 8ci- 
entific expedition arrived at Rhino 
Camp, the basis for the hunt of the 
eagerly sought white rhino, early to- 
day. Rhino Camp is on the Congo 
side of the Bar-El-Jebél River. The 
expedition is making good progress, 
as the arrival at camp had been 
scheduled for either today or tomor- 
row. 

The hunting party left Butiaba at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning and 
reached Koba at ten minutes before 
midnight. Forty niinutes later the 
journey was continued to Wadelai and 
thence to the camp; which was 
reached at daybreak. The trip from 
Butiaba across the northern end of 


Lake Albert and up the Bar-El-Jebel. 


River was made in a steam launch, 
which had in tow two. steel boats 
loaded with équipment. ! 

The expedition as made up in the 
present hunt consists of Col. Roose- 
velt, Kermit, Mearns, Heller, Loring, 
Cunninghame and 80 porters and 
boys. They have 200 loads of sup- 
plies. ‘ 


The distance from Butiaba to Wad- 
elai is 72 miles. The exact location 
of Rhino Camp, which is a permanent 
basis for hunters, is ‘not given. The 
party has thus temporarily left 
Uganda for the territory remarkable 
for the pres¢cnce of the white rhinoc- 
eros. If their plans are carried out 
the expedition will continue for some 
days in its present location then pro- 
ceeding to Nimule. Wnless the game 
sought is found within a week the 
quest will be abandoned.

scorn. 

In certain quarters the action of the 
American aviators is called a deliberate 
attempt to monopolize the air and the 
air transportation that fs even now at 
hand. It is another case, say these 
contemptuous critics, of the Yankee 
¢hase for the almighty dollar. Bit 
they profess to be certain that the legal 
effort will fail. 

The managers of the Wrights in 
France say that théy intend to begin 
no crastic prosecutions, but. since they 
have paid more .than $100,000 for the 
foreign rights, they feel they must pro- 
tect themselves. | 

To this the Frenchmen reply that the 
Wrights are seeking to strangle a sci- 
ence in its very cradle. 


Views of Bleriot. 

Bleriot, of monoplane fame and fore- 
more among mén-birds, said: 

“Such an action just when the sci- 
ence of aviation is beginning to be un- 
derstood and to become popular, is deal- 
ing it a-hard blow and is most regret- 
table. 

“Instead of trying to create.a monoply 
the Wrights should be glad to see their 
ideas taken up and improved upon by 
other inventors for the sake of the good 
to’-come to the whole world.’”’

PARIS, Jan. &.—Surely no play ever 
received as much free advance adver- 
tising as has Edmond Rostand’s “Chan- 
ticleer.”” it is doubtful if publicity so 
widespread could have been obtained 
by paid notices costing $1,000,000. 

But all .uig publicity tellé little of the 
play itself. At the Norte St. Martin 
Theater, where rehearsals of “The 
Chanticleer’ are being held, all facts 
about the play are guarded more care- 
fully than the French War Ministry 
guards its secrets. The latest precau- 
tion was to station armed men at the 
theater’s entrances to warn away all 
who would intrude. 

The actors and actresses have taken 
solemn pledge not to reveal their lines; 
stage hands excluded from the theatre 
while a rehearsal is going: on. 

The first performance is set for Jan. 
20, and upholsterers and decorators are 
at work in the theater. But they can 
learn nothing of the play, for the steel, 
fireproof curtain is dropped during a 
rehearsal, shutting off the actors from 
the front of the house. 

Innumerable versions of the play have 
been published. Recently a small coterie 
ef men has been offering to the news- 
papers, at ridiculously exorbitant prices, 
the alleged scenario of the play and 
scraps of the verses in it. One man, 
who professed to know something of the 
scenario, offered to sell his information 
for $1000. Rostand and his manager, 
Hentz, denounce the published versions 
as absurd travesties. But this week two 
Paris newspapers republished the scen- 
ario and the verses, which appeared 
first in a newspaper in Milan. 

Version Largely Correct. 

It would seem that this version of 
“The Chanticleer” is largely correct. 
For Rostand and Hentz, after employ- 
ing the police to stop the sale of the 
newspapers containing it heré, “brought 
suit against them for alleged infringe- 
ment of their rights. 

The publication of this seemingly cor- 
rect version of the play’s motif has not 
aroused much comment. For it is gen- 
erally believed the mangled excerpts 
give only the faintest idea of the Intense 
symbolism which permeates the poem 
and which represents in the vainglor- 
ious, seif-vaunting rooster man’s imag- 
inary self-importance on this earth. The 
moral of the play seems to be that not 
even the mest powerful, the highest 
among men, are essential in the world’s 
welfare.

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Permission to bulla elevated tracka| 
from‘ the river front point near Twelfth 
street in the Mill Creek Valley, will be 
asked of the Municipal Assembly by the 
Iron Mountain Railroad, if plans for the 
improvement are approved by Mayor 
Kreismann and the Board of Publig 
Improvements.

Show td be held at-the First Regiment 
Armory, Feb, 14 to 19, for the decoration 
of the Armory at an expense of $1500. 
An elaborate color scheme was sub- 
mitted and adopted that will make the 
Armory look like a palace. The contract 
was given to J. Russell of the Western 
Decorating Co., who was in charge of 
the decoration of the 1909 show.

ers, their interest being aroused by the double fact 
that the evidence is wholly circumstantial and the 
trial secret. 

Secrecy is the custom in military proceedings in 
Austria, and the accused must present his case 
unassisted, but in this instance the populace 
scented the -possibility of a mysterious conspiracy 
and believed that an exception should be’made and 
the proceédings conducted openly; with counsel 
provided for Lieut. Hoffichter. 

Lieut. Nofrichter’s arrest followed the death of 
Capt. Mader of the Austrian general staff. Mader 
had received a small packe-e containing capsules 
and a note signed “Charles Francis.” In the 
note the Captain was advised that the capsules 
contained med: ine sure to furnish relief for cer- 
tain nervous afflictions from which the Captain 
suffered. He took some of them and died very 
shortly. Examination showed that the capsules 
contained cyanide of potassium. 


POISON SExT TO OTHERS. 


Following Capt. Mader’s des*h it developed 
that several other member: of the general ‘staff 
had received wimilar packages. Some of them had 
taken one or twd of the capsules, but upon being 
made sick had discontinued their use. All ‘vere 
like those which had caused Capt. Mader’s death 
and were addressed in the ame handwriting and 
signéd with the same name. 

This was sensational, but as the facts became 
known day brought new disclosures. The 
wholesale attempt at poisoning had extended not 
only through certain ranks of the general staff, 
but to subordinate officers.

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As a first move in discovering the culprit the 
examination papers of all of the officers eligible 
to promotion-to the general staff were examined. 
There were. 80 ‘of these, and. Lieut. Hofrichter’s 
handwriting was piv*ed upon as being exactly 
similar to that on the deadly capsules. 

This was incriminating, but the examination pa- 
pers and the reports on the services and conduct 
of the suspected officer were so credible that it 
seemed almost certain that he would have been 
selected for promotion at the first vacancy. Why, 
then, should he attempt a wholesale poisoning 
when, were he inclined to so desperate and crim- 
inal a course, the death of a single officer of the 
general staff would in all probability have brought 
about the end he desired, and with much less 
probability of discovery? In addition to this evi- 
dence of his standing,:. Lieut. Hofrichter came 
from an excellent family and was happily mar- 
ried to a lady of high social station. 

Further p »2bing, however, put ihe officer in 
an extremely bad light. An officer in Linz, the 
capital of Upper Austria, where Lieut. Hofrichter 
had been stationed, upon reading a description. of 
the boxes in which the poisonous capsules were 
mailed, disclosed the fact that he had received a 
birthday present from the Lieutenant in a box of 
the same sort. Comparison showed that they 
were.apparently addressed in the same handwrit- 
ing as that of the “Charles Francis” notes. 


From this point the search became still more 
active. It was found that the Lieutenant had pur- 
chased boxes similar to those sent his brother of- 
ficers at various places, together with envelopes 
like those in which the notes were inclosed, and 


the railroad station, where he went to take a 
train to visit his mother, and hurry to a postal 
station nearby—the very one from which .the 
capsules were mailed. 

Inquiries were then set on foot at Linz and t~o 
chemists were found who had sold Lieut. Hofrich- 
ter wafers from which the capsules were made. 
The poison itself the Lieutenant had procure: 
at various places, and quantities of it were found 
in his possession. 

Following these developments Lieut. 
Hofrichter was deprived of his sword and 
taken, under a military guard, from his 
station to Vienna for trial. When he was 
arrested the officer fainted, but during a 
grilling eight hours’ examination previous 
to his arrest he declared his innocence 
and faced his inquisitors without betray- / 
ing any indication of guffit.

When the investigaton became systematic it 
was found that.the younger officers to whom the 
capsules had been sent were in all instances men 
whose standing was such that they might reason- 
ably expect to be promoted whenever vacanctes oc- 
curred above them. From these facts the theory 
was at once cvolved that someone who would ben- 
efit by the deaths was the guilty. party.

As the time for the courtmartial approached 
friends’ began to come forward in favor ,of Hof- 
richter.

‘vince him that so high-minded. brave and «1pa- 
ble an officer as Lieut. Hofrichter could be guilty 
of such a dastardly crime and attempts at crime,

This latter view is said to be the one held by 
Emperor Franz Josef, “If Hofrichter is -thilty 
he is insane,” the Emperor is quoted as saying, 
“and if he is insane he should be treated ac- 
cordingly.” 

Another indication of the feéling in high quar- 
ters was shown when a large group of deputies 
joined to present a petition to the Government re- 
garding the case, demanding a change of military 
court procedure which would récognize “the prin- 
ciples of publicity and permission to the defense 
for open speaking.”

EVIDENCE FAVORING HOFRICHTER. 


At about this time, too, some evidence in favor 
of Hofrichter began to appear. It was found that 
he was an enthifsiastic amateur photographer, and 
this accounted for his possession of the cyanide 
of potassium. Other claims of his which accounted 
for certain of his acts were substantiated. The 
fact that he openly made his purchases of those 

materials which he admitted buying, appearing 
‘at the shops dressed in full uniform, was re- 
garded as something a person contemplating crim- 
inal acts would not have done. In fact, the cir- 
cufistantial evidence throughout was so easily 
—. openly discovered as to discredit itself. _No 

but an insane person or the veriest bungler 
would have been so slack in covering ‘his trail, it 
is asserted in Vienna. 

Public opinion in Hofrichter’s favor crystal- 
lized, however, when an Omnibus driver appeared 
aud gave evidence concerning the incident at the 
railway station. He declared that, instead of 
rushing from the station to the postoffice from 
which the capsules were mailed at that hour, and 
which would have been necessary had the Lieu- 
teant mailed them at the time they were stamped

case setting aside the verdict of guilty.

On the next trial in Blackhawk Courty John- 
son was awarded, by the jury, a verdict for $6000. 
From this the defendants.appealed to the Supreme 
Court and again the case was reversed by this 
highest tribunal. On the last trial in Black- 
hawk County Johnson reeovered a_ verdict 


. for $1000 against six of the defendants, the court 


having instructed the jury to return a verdict for 
the defendant, Herman Keller, whose connection 
was not proven. 

The six remaining defendants filed one motion 
to arrest judgment and another for’a verdict for 
the defendants on the ground the findings were 
in conflict with the general verdict, the judge 
having submitted certain specific questions for 
the jury to answer. Both motions were overruled 
and judgment rendered against the six defendants. 


When it came to the payment of the trial costs, 


the defendants against whom the verdict stood 


wished to pay but six-sevenths of them, contend- 
ing the exonerated defendant should pay his share 
of the defense. They once more went to ‘he Su- 
preme Court on this question and the higher trib- 
unal directed the six to pay the-total costs of the 
defense. This last ruling was made Dec, 20, 1894, 
so the case consumed from the beginning 20 
years. : 

No case in recent years has more strikingly 
attracted attention to a peculiarity of the divorce 
laws than did the Astor suit i New York.

“The Trouble With the Criminal Law”

T 


HE most serious defects in our jurisprudence are those which relate to our criminal law, a 
branch’ of law which is, perhaps, the most important of all, for life and liberty are in 
general more precious than property, and a community that does not deal effectively with 


crime can furnish no security to its citizens either in person or property. 

There is no nation in Fr-ope, outside of Russia and the Balkan Peninsula, whose criminal laws 
are as ineffective as those of the United States of America. There is po other country where men 
find it necessary on account of this defect to summon a mob and wreak summary vengeance on 
some wretch whom the law will not reach with sufficient certainty and speed to deter other men 


from similar crimes. Lynch lav :s ot consistent with real civilization. 


It does not exist in any of 


the countries of West Eurup<, yet we not only have it, but public opinion in very extensive regions 
sanctions it as necessary. It never could be necessary if the existing criminal law accomplished 
its purpose. It is only because the delay and uncertainty of conviction lead men to doubt wheth- 
er justice will be done that they resort themselves to the very extreme of lawlessness and to the 
very highest er‘me known to the law, the crime of murder, in order to accomplish that which it is 
the duty of the law to accomplish,‘the adequate punishment of guilt. 

Now in what does the failure of the criminal law consist? It is not in the cruelty of the pun- 
ishment, for our punishments are mildness itself, even in the rare cases where men are convicted. 
It is not the conviction of the innocent, for under our rules of evidence, our legal presumption 
of innocence, and our requirement as to reasonable doubt, such convictions are all but impossible. 
The difficulty is that the great bulk of the guilty go scot free, and those who are punished are 


punished i 


equately, after long delay and enormous expense both to the stzte and individuals. 


' Now, why is this true? It is because the law throws’ so many safeguards a~-und life and liberty. 
So many avenues of escape are left open, the meshes of the net, are so huge that it is nothing but 
very large or clumsy game that ever get entangled in them. 


What are the technicalities through which the guilty so often escape? Here are a few of them: 
First.—Every link in the chain of 2vidence must prove the defendant’s guilt beyond all reasona- 


ble doubt, and 12 men must concur in having no such doubt. 


If a single juror has a doubt of this 


kind- which he cannot overcome, there can be no conviction. 


Second.—No man accused of crime can be requ 


self. Nosinquiry can be legally made of him. He is protected by the right to remain silent, and, 

no matter how clearly an examination. would prove the crime, no such examination can be made, 

lest he should become confused and furnish evidence of a crime he ‘had never committed! 
Third.—Certain irregularities in the grand jury room which could not possibly affect the merits 


, Of the actual trial are often allowed, not only to delay the course of justice, but to reverse a proper 


~ conviction; and informalities in the indictment, which do not in the least mislead the accused or de- 


prive him of his just right to know what he is charged with, often prevent a trial or reverse a 


conviction. 


Fourth.—Trifling errors in the admission or rejection of evidence, or in the charge of the court, 
or the behavior of the court or prosecutor, will defeat a conviction, although even the court which

What a difference there would be if these fart 
ers would erect a clubhouse where they could 
have billiard and card rooms, a smoting room, a 
music roOm and a dining room. Why not take 
out the old organ and put in a piano? There 
should be a heating plant in the basement. 

It would not be out of the questidn to have 
bowling alleys. Nor would a gymnasium for 
the young men be beyond the means of the so- 
ciety's members. The women could enjoy the 
privileges of the club. Why shouldn't the farm- 
er’s wife bowl? Why shouldn't the women have 
an occasional opportunity to play bilhards? Why 
should the society not engage lecturers or conduct 
study courses in art and travel? 

It is @ mistake to believe that these argricul- 
tural workers have not the means or that . they 
would not enjoy these advantages. And the farm- 
ers in thé winter have the leisure as we)l. They 
spend money as it is. And they spend time 
But there is no system about the manner in 
which the farmer occupies himself in idle hours,
